When that bodyadoptc 
the agreement reached in confer- 
ence between the two chambers, 
the bulky bill will be ready for 
President Roosevelt's signature. 


Senate approval was given af- 


ter only a few minutes of debate. 
There was a voice vote. No neg- 
ative votes were heard. 


Drafted by a conference com- 


mittee to reconcile differences be- 
tween separate senate and house 
measures, the bill would retain for 
two years a modified version of 
the undistributed profits tax. 


This taxation principle, original- 


ly rejected by the senate, was writ- 
ten Into the bill after President 
Roosevelt had endorsed it 
in a 


letter to the conference commit- 
tee. 


The compromise measure also 


would overhaul the existing cap- 
ital gains tax structure, substitut- 
ing a system of flat rates for 
the present graduated scale. 


Prompt houe.i approval Is ex- 


pected, and senate 
leaders said 


the revenue bill may go to the 
White House this week.

At last, comes n public 


issue that people can agree 
about. There seems to be 
more unanimity 
regarding 


the proposal to end federal 
income tax exemptions than 
anything else that has hap- 
pened in Washington for 
some time. 
There is no reason, in the 


nature of things, why peo- 
ple whose salaries are paid 
out of public funds should 
not be taxed as private citi 
zens are on their private in 
comes. 
The exemption of 


federal 
employees 
from 


state income taxes and of 
state and local employees 
from the federal income tax 
seems to have been based 
partly on a legal technical- 
ity, but mostly on the fact 
that public servants wanted 
such exemption and had the 
influence to get it. 
Pres- 


sure has become so strong 
now for treating all alike, 
in 
taxation 
policy, 
that 


Congress can hardly con- 
tinue opposing such a fair 
principle. 
Exemption has been car- 


ried to such lengths that 
from any fair viewpoint the 
situation is rather scandal- 
ous. 
The vast number of 


employees having such spe- 
cial privilege are not to be 
blamed for taking advant- 
age of a prevalent and law- 
ful practice, but should not 
oppose whatever legislation 
or 
constitutional 
changes 


are 
necessary to accom- 


plish a sweeping reform. 


JAPAN TO LOSE? 


It is hard to believe that 


the Chinese of this genera- 
tion can really defeat Ja- 
pan, brave as they are and 
intelligent as their recent 
strategy has been. Yet the 
Japanese may defeat them- 
selves. It may come from 
political and social crumb- 
ling behind the lines. 


Edward C. Carter, secre- 


tary-general of the Institute 
of Pacific Relations, an ex- 
pert on this subject, thinks 
Japan will be merely a sec- 
ond-rate power when this 
war ends. Japan will win 
the battles but lose the war. 
"Japan already has the 


tinder for revolution," he 
declares, "with the 
peas- 


ants impoverished and the 
standards 
of 
living very 


low. 
The 
revolutionary 


leaders now are either in 
jail or dead, but others still 
rise. 


When Japan started her 


conquest of China she was 
the one great power of the 
Far East. 
Russian had no 


army in Asia. China was 
divided and weak.

tifying their Asiatic posses- 
sions. 
There was no Phil- 


ippine army and we were 
getting out.

pan had to do to be "the 
most successful country in 
'the world" was to continue

Asia. 
Instead, she attack- 


ed China, aroused the last- 
ing hatred and enmity of 
that 
nation, antagonized 


America and all the other 
interested 
powers.

she finds the pressure grow- 
ing steadily stronger against 
her, and conquest ever more

000. 
The capital levies and 


other forms of confiscation 
will take nearly all of that, 
and the accompanying per- 
secution will doubtless drive 
out nearly all the Jews who 
can get away.

AN ELEVEN-POINT 
DEPRESSION ATTACK 


OKLAHOMA CITY, May 6.-«P> 


—Herbert Hoover presented 
to 
the nation today an ll-polnt at- 
tack upon depression and called 
upon the Roosevelt administration 
to abandon what he termed "a 
dangerous road for democracy. 


Th« former president wan en 
route to New York by train after 
delivering one of a series of ma- 
jor addresses here last night at 
a "grass roots" convention of Ok-1 
lahoma republicans, attended by 
more than 7,600 persons. 
In the speech, broadcast nation- 


ally, Hoover again assailed new 
deal policies and^warned: 
"We have been following that 
dangerous 
road 
for 
democracy 
that led to disaster In Europe." j 


Declaring that 
"despite 
every 


alibi, this depression IB the di- 
rect result of governmental 
ac- 


tions," Hoover asserted the new 
deal "proposes to travel further 
down this dangerous road . . . " 


"And," he said firmly, "we are 


not going down that road with- 
out more fighting free speech." 
For "a atart on a Baner and 
more cheerful road." he outlined 
as "practical steps:" 
"1. Re-establish confidence that 
there will be no more attacks up- 
on the safeguards 
of free men. 
That Is the Independence of con- 
gress and of the courts. 
"2. Restore common morals and 
Intellectual morals In government. 
In a democracy, or in a Christian 
country the ends do not justify 
any means. 


"3. Abandon this economy of 


scarcity and go in for production 
work and thrift. 
"4. Stop this spending and in- 


flation and pump-priming. 
"5. Revise the taxes so as to 
free the initiative and enterprise 
of men. 


Cut Relief Expenditure*. 
"6. Reduce relief expenditures by 


one-third, through 
decentralizing 
Its administration. Take It out of 
the .hands of wasters and politic! 
ans, and put It back Into nbn-po- 
lltlcal committees 
in each com- 
munity and require the states and 
local communities to find 5 or 10 
per cent of the cost. 
That will 


provide greater and more sympa- 
thetic care for those in distress.

CHINA'S LEGIONS 


STRIKING BACK AT 


MECHANIZED JAPS 


ENDING OF!TNTH MONTH 


OF WAR IN CHINA FINDS 


JAPANESE BLOCKED 


By The Associated Press. 
The war in the Orient 


ends its tenth month today 
with China's legions resist- 
ing and even striking back 
at 
Japan's 
mechanized 


power with increasing vigor 
and hope of ultimate vic- 
tory. 


For four months the previously 
rapid 
spread of 
Japanese con- 


quest over the map of China has 
been stalled. Now on the 
main 


war front In southern Shantung 
province the Chinese have assum- 
ed the offensive. Japan has 
suf- 


fered one major defeat. Another 
seems possible. 


Neutral observers are wonder- 


ing whether a turning of the tide 
—one of the great tides of his- 
tory, Japan's expansion—may not 
be at hand. 


Before 
they were stalled, Ja 
pan's armies had overrun approxi 
mately 
400,000 square miles of 


Chinese territory. Japan's aviation 
had carried war's horrors 
still 


further, along the whole extent 
of China's 
coast 
and for 
1,000 


miles inland. 


Hundreds 
of 
thousands have 


been killed; more than one mil- 
lion probably have been wounded 
or are missing; tens of millions 
have been 
made 
homeless or 


destitute. Japanese 
reticence to 
disclose their costs and lack of 
adequate 
Chinese 
machinery to 


tally the 
losses 
make accurate 
counts impossible. 


Half Million Japanese. 
The war has sent probably 500,- 


000 Japanese soldiers to the con- 
tinent, to bo confronted by twice 
or three times their number. It 
has tightened the clamp of au- 
thoritarian rule on both peoples. 
It has put a 
Japanese 
naval 


blockade on China's coasts and 
Involved Japan in wrangles with 
the United States and other pow- 
ers. 


Confronted by the prospect of 


a disastrous failure to achieve 
complete victory In China, Japan 
still is afraid to throw her entire 
strength 
into the 
struggle—she 


has the ever-present fear of the 
Soviet Russian giant to the north- 
west. 


The war has had three dis- 
tinct phases since its genesis In 
an exchange of shots In the dark 
on the night of July 7, 1937, at 
Marco Polo bridge, west of Pelp- 
ing. 


First was 
the 
comparatively 
easy 
Japanese 
overrunning of 


nearly all north China. Next came 
the 
bitter 
Shanghai-Nanking 


phase, ending with the fall of 
Nanking, 
the 
Chinese 
capital, 


Dec. 13. Finally, the subsequent 
phase of stalemate on the major 
front and relatively unimportant 
fighting on the farfringes. 


Chinese hope a new phase of 


victory for them has opened. 


Military Losses Heavy. 
Their military losses have been 


tremendous, 
estimated 
in 
Han- 


kow, 
their new capital, at raugh- 


ly one million killed and wound- 
ed. In January the Japanese army 
said its casualties had been only 
20,000. Neutrals believed this far 
below the 
real numbers. 
Since 


then Japan has lost more heavily 
in Shantung. 


Material destruction has 
ap- 


proached if not passed a billion 
American dollars. 


The war seems to have trans- 


formed China from political semi- 
chaos to something like a unified 
nation. Generalissimo Chiang Kai- 
Shek has rallied nearly all ele- 
ments, including even his arch- 
foes, the communists, to China's 
fight for existence.

Both nations are tired of the 


war, but neither can stop. 
For 


China it Is a fight for life. For 
Japan, although it began as an 


incident" and developed into a

Harry L. Hopkins, 


Works Progress administra- 
tor, today the government's 
relief program may cost $3,- 
000,000,000 in the next fis- 
cal year instead of ?1,000,- 
000,000 as originally estimated by 
the budget bureau. 


Testifying before a house appro- 


priations subcommittee on Pres- 
ident Roosevelt's request for $1,- 
250,000,000 to finance work-relief 
from July 1 to February 1, 1039, 
Hopkins disclosed he was pre- 
paring for a peak load of 3,100,- 
000 relief clients next winter. 


Hopkins said the $1,250,000,000 


would take care of an average of 
about 2,600,000 persons until next 
October and permit an increase 
up to 3,100,000 during the winter 
months. 


There are approximately 2,600,- 


000 persons on relief rolls now 
and Hopkins said that with his 
estimated 
winter increase 
there 


would be an average of 2,800,000 
for 
the seven months 
period. 


He said "the number of fam- 
ilies In the United States getting 
relief benefits of any kind is over 
6,000,000 
including about 20,000,- 
000 people. I know at one time 
there were 27,000,000 people who 
were getting aid."

would 
not 


"provide the total Increase In pri- 
vate employment which is es- 
sential in our economy" 
• "For my own part, I do not 
believe that the expenditure of 
large sums of public money, In 
and by Itself, will do the trick," 
he said.

Of Rumania Died 


Following Stroke 


BUCHAREST, Rumania, May 7 


—MP)—Octavlan Goga, 57, who head 
cd a nationalist, anti-semltic Ru- 
manian government for a few tur- 
bulent weeks early this year, died 
today. 


Goga, who suffered a heart ail- 


ment after his resignation as pre- 
mier, February 10, had a strokl 
this week. 
King Carol commissioned Goga 


thrice previously a cabinet min- 
ister, to form a new governmenl 
December 28, 1937. Jn the six week« 
that* It lasted, his administration 
Imposed drastic strictures on Jewi 
and laid the basis for a broad antl- 
Semitic nnd fascist program. 
The country was sharply divided * 


for the fascist Issues and business 
suffered heavily. In the end, wltfc 
the nation's economy endangered, 
King Carol summoned Dr. Mlron 
Crlstea to form another govern- 
ment. 


Gogn, before becoming premier.1! 


had been Rumanian minister of 
education, Interior and Justice. 


Like Adolf Hitler, whom he re- 


sembled In program and personal- 
ity, Goga was not a native of hli 
country. He was born In Transyl- 
vania as a Hungarian subject and 
achieved pre-war prominence as a 
champion of a greater Rumania, 


He was also well-known for hl« 
poems. 


Goga and Hitler both were small 


town boys, both dreamers and doers, 
strong nntl-semltes, orators with a 
love of fiery figures, and ardenl 
nationalists. 


Goga's program called for "Ru- 


mania for the Rumanians"— th« 
complete union or army, justice, 
government and education with th« 
people, ejection of all foreigner! 
and particularly Jews. 


Goga's 
widow, a singer, WM 
known as "The Nightingale ol 
Transylvania." They had no chil- 
dren.
